An  Act  to  provide  for  uniformity  in  the  provisions  of  the  Payment 
of  Wages  Act,  1936:  in  its  application  to  the  State  of  Gujarat  and  further 
to  amend  that  Act  as  so  uniformly  applied. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Twelfth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows: — ■
